Ton will recall (cf 10B-A-51O1, para k) that Chofinspekteur Brioh LOSE, ohief 
of the Hanptabteilung Verwaltungepollsei (Adalnlstrative Folios) in the Haap t- 
▼erwaltsng Tolkspolisei (HWP) proposed to osmb the agent a a a replacement 
for tr. SGHOEWB in the Secretariat of the President of the HTTP* Although we 
bed hoped at the tins that CARBGHZQBATE might succeed in obtaining the position, 
th er e b y increasing his rather Meager ooverage of the HV TF, th e proposed transfer 
wae blocked, according to agent, by Tice President 30HQBBSB&, Berlin Foliaei- 
prassidlum, who deemed COBGHZnuXB, as the only police official in the Secre- 
tariat with a legal background, indlspeneible for the smooth functioning of the 
Secretariat* Thus Qi&BOHtDBAfS remains in his position and no subsequent pro- 
posals of transfer have been Mads to him* 



Z % a) Security Factors 1 Shortly before the Whitsun Ibeting of the FW in 
Berlin* Waliemar sMUDF issued an oral ordar forbidding all Soviet Sector po- 
lice fro* enterix* the Western 8ectors either In uniform or in civilian clothes 
unless they were on a specific police mission (of BRLW-2859)- Since this com- 
mand'' was given just before tbs Dtwtaohland TTeffen and in addition to an earlier 
order alerting tbs polios iron 23 lfay through 2 June 1950 for the FDJ rally, it 
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mu impossible to determine whether SOUGHT 1 a verbal command, Hk» the alert 
status decree, was to be a temporary measure, end no mere forced to Bake nee 
arrangements for contacting C1BB0I1IPRA.TE. The order still stands, but because 
of the fact that so nary 0 f the East Berlin police hare friends and relatives 
in West Berlin, cone to the Western Sectors to b^y commodities not available 
in the Hussion Sector, or cross the Sector boundary to attend sport events, the 
order, although ostensibly still in effect, has been i^ossible to enforce 
strictly and the agent Is once again able to ocas to the VS Sect or for regularly 
scheduled nestings, nevertheless, ws have agreed with GIBBOKTEBATB that should 
it become Impossible in the future for him to leave East Berlin his wife can act 
as courier (cf 1DB-A-6303, para 6). This arrangement has, in fact, been em- 
ployed during the period when the alert decree was in effect, when Mrs. G4RB0- 
HTERATE twice cane to the appointed nesting place with oral messages from bar 
husband* We here for some time been fully cognisant of the fact that the agent’s 
wife Is aware of hie work for us and realises of what It consists. Because of 
bar strong attachment to her husband and her intense anti-Soviet feelings (cf 
HtfUl- 3931 , para 6 ), we have never regarded her as a security risk. Tims the 
employmut of GARBCHIHUTE’s wife as a courier in the event her husband is con- 
fined to the Bast Sector has two advantages t a) she Is already Informed con- 
cerning the nature of the operation and the information which her hu sba n d sup- 
plies to us and b) the agent himself would much prefer haring his wife, whom, be 
trusts completely, act in this role to haring an unknown third person Introduced 
Into the operation* In addition, the agent’s wi fe la able to come to the 08 
Sector voder cover of normal circumstances, GaRBOKTEfUTE and his family live in 
an apartment only i£0 yards removed from the VS fleeter boundary, and it is ex- 
tremely easy for the wife to cross Into the Tsmpelhof section of the American 
district, which, in fact, she normally does to shop or to visit friends. Further- 
more, she etlll has a maker of acquaintances in Berlin-Speadau, where dfae and 
the agent lived before the war. Of course, this arrangement has some obvious 
disadvantages, particularly since we should be forced to rely more heavily upon 
the agent’s judgment of what is important and of interest to us in tbs realm of 
police affairs inasmaob as tbs o pport un ity for thorough personal briefing of 
the agent would be lost and each would bars to be dons by his wii$. In the pest, 
however, we have found C&BOHTDRATK to be a good judge of the local police 
situation and capable of differentiating between the important and unimportant, 
as evidenced by his reports and meticulous discrimination between fact and rumor. 

b) In light of the increased pressure applied to the Folkspolisei in Berlin 
to limit or prohibit all contacts with the Wert Berlin populace and because of 
the growing- preoccupation of MB officials with sabotage and espionage, we have 
ias^ltutedaths f ollow ing plan for telephonic communications between the case 
officer and OAKBORTMUTRi In the event that It is necessary for the f or me r to 
contact t he age nt, the case officer will call CIBBGHXQRiTE’s residence and ask 
for Herr SKXSKE. The agent or his wife, both of whom have been accordingly 
briefed, will, reply that the caller has the wrong number, whereupon the agent’s 
wife will cross into the 03 Sector end phono the office agent phone number, the 
only maker which the agent possesses. 

0 ) In Use with our recommendation as mentioned in ICB-JU 63 O 3 , para 6, it 
may become necessary, should personal meetings between this office and the agent 
or agent’s wife be impossible or too dangerous in the future, to supply G1RB0- 
HTHUT8 with weeret writing mater isle and the requisite instructions pertaining 
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to their use. We do not, however, anticipate such a contingency tn the near fu- 
ture nor without sufficient warning to prevent us from having maple time to give 
the agent adequate training In the use of such materials* 

dt) In no operation fthe p^A«thil itv, he g f wlooked that the agent is in 
fact a double. VI h have analysed the CARB0H3DHAIL operation during the past two 
years and feel that he is cooperating with us fully, albeit perhaps more from 
material considerations than from a sincere conviction that United States policy 
provides the only path for a subsequent German revival. In this connection the 
undersigned holds the opinion that CAEBOHTDEATE* s anti-Soviet attitude stems 
from a Garmon feeling of superiority toward Russia and from the treatment ac- 
corded his wife during the first days of the Soviet occupation (cf M&-A-3931, 
para 6) . At the same time the agent 1 s antl-Communist inclination would appear 
to be based on a feeling of intellectual superiority to the vast majority of 
the DOR officials with whom he has cctac in contact. The undersigned would be 
appreciative, however. If headquarters, at its convenience, could engine all 
aspects of the operation with a view to the doubled agent possibility. 

3. Salary Status * In acco rdanc e with the request stated in 1CK-W-U572, 
we shall attempt to clarify CARBOHTERATE ' 1 present salary status. He receives 
a monthly cash payment of l£0 West Hark as well as a monthly deposit of liOO 
Vest Mark in the West. In addition, the agent is given the following operational 
supplies each month: 20 packs of cigarettes, 8 cans of meat, 3 pounds of coffee, 
10 cigars, U bottles of whiskey, 21* bars of candy, 3 pounds of cocoa and 2 pounds 
of egg powder. In MQB-4-6303, the West Hark total of 3300 is given to Include 
both the cash salary paid the agent and the monthly deposits. With regard to 
ICI-W-U572, pars 3, may we roquest that Headquarters withdraw the amount of 
100 dollars, authorised in pr eviou s Project Approvals up iv 1 July 19^0 for tra- 
vel expense* incurred by CARBQHTDRATE from the funds allocated to cover the ex- 
penses of this operation, since this authorisation has never in the past been 
drawn upon. To date, all amounts needed by the agent for special purposes have 
been deducted from his account in the West. Ibis practice has always been mere 
than satisfactory to CARB0HTDRA75, and it is preferred by this office for rea- 
sons of control over the agent.
